&nmn of these dignitaries, ns well aa of |
6 names of their sees, are unknown to the
‘majority of our readers, the list cannot fail to |
be soanned with interest. It is certainly a
mdmd unique aswombly, this mesting of
opé from the American republios and
Buropean monarchies, from countries exolu-

sively Roman Catholic, and countries predommi-
mtiy Protestant, such ag the Uni States,
England, Holland, and Switzerland, from the

countries of Kuropes, Asia, and
Afrioa, and the vast pagan ompires of Asia,
embracing also, beside the prevailing Latin rite,
all the various Kastern rites, as Gresks,
Melohites, Ruthenians, Syrians, Chaldeans,
Maronites, Anuenians, and Copts. No similar
ecolesinstical demonstration of our age has
more caloulated to awaken the interest
of all Ciltlwljua and the our}mit:dlor
other religions denominations. And, to add to
tho interest of the mesting, the Pope has offi-
oially declared his intention to convoke soon
&n wonmenical council, which, in a time when
the relation between Church and State in Eu-
rope 18 undergoing a radical changs, and the
temporal power of the Papscy is threatened
with destruction, oannot but be regarded as an
event of grave and universal fwportance,
While the Romeward journey of the Bishops
has come to an end, and most of the prelates
have loft the capital of the Church in order to
turn to their dioceses, we learn by cable
Eupﬂohel of the beginning of a quite dif-
ferent “On to Rome” movewent. While the |
Bishops, in their address to the Pope, again |
give an emphatic support to the mainte-
nanoe of the temporal power, Garibaldi, in |
a speech made at Pistoja, has proclaimed |
that the time for the liberation of ‘

Rome from the rule of the Pope has
arrived. A despatoh from London even
asgerts that, according to telegrams received
from Florence, an sugagement has alread
taken place near Vicenza, between the Gari- )
baldians and the Italian troops. The move-
ment does not seem quite unexpacted. Savaral
weeks ago Garibaldi publicly announced that
& new movement against Rome would be made
after the lipiscopal Convention. The Roman
Government seems to have been fully informed
of the project, and is even reported to have
entered into diplomatic negotiations with the
French Government, in order to obtain new
seourities for the continuance of the temporal
power. This seems to indicate that a real
movement of the Garibaldians against Rome
ia looked upon in Europe as & serions affair,
As all the elections sinve the establishment
of ® the kingdom of Italy have shown, the
rh of action, which™ is ubanimous in |
ts re to annex Rome, if necessary by |
force of arms, constitutes a considerable por- |
tion of the Italian people. The desire for an-
nexation, as repea declarations of the
Chamber of Deputies prove, is even shared |
by a very large portion of the National Liberal
party ;{.Iuh generally supports the policy of
thso vernment. Nevertheless, as regurds
the ultimate prospects of the new ®aribaldian |
movement, we do not believe that its chances
af socecess are any better than the movement
a few years ago which ended so fatally at
Aspromonte. Now, and then, the Italian Gov-
ernment will use the whole military force of
the country to suppress the movement, and |
there are no reasons to believe that the partici- |
pation of the people at large in this move-
ment will be any more general than it was in |
1862. Should, contrary to expectation, the
power of the Italian Government fail to check |
the movement, & word will suffice. to obtain
the aid of France, which in Italy stands in no
fear of being erdered out of the country by
another United States. The Garibaldians, us
the revolutionary party in many other coun-
tries of Europe, are apt to overestimate their
own strength. They regard more their own
enthusiasm than the condition of their re-
sources; and whatever may be the sympathy
of the progressive party of foreign couutries
with their aim, it will be of little use to them
when they bave to grapple with powerful and
regular armies.

Mr. MoCulloch, the Treasury Frauds,
and Congresn.

There is & great deal of commotion in Wash-
Ington just now about the frauds on the Trea-
sury in the Internal Revenus Department. It
is supprossed as much as possible by the
friends of Mr. MoCullooh, by the fraudulent
distillers’ influence in Congress, and by thoge
interested in shielding the guilty intarnal
revenne officials; but the frauds are so fagrant
and tio that the facts relating to them
cannot smothered. The subject is8 of so
much importance, and o replete with startling
revelations, that with all the efforts to pass it
over or make the best of it the truth will
appear. This was seen in the proceedings of

on Thursday. Bo sensitive was the
House of Representatives on the subjeot that
a little spark created s great blaze. The vio-
lent lan e uséd, and the whule spirit of
the debate, showed the inténse interest and
deap feeling among the members of that body.
Mr. Bohenck, in speaking of the delinguent
internal revenne officers and the Metropolitan

We wopld not presume to say Mr.
Ingersoll had auy‘mnwh-ilgv of this fraud upon
the revetine of his distriot; but we must say it
appears strange that membars of Congross can
find any reason for defonding an officer of
the Government who has, turongh negleot of
duty lost, to the Treasury. hundreds of willions
of dollars. Mr. Kelloy could ses nothing more
important in the matter than the spoils of
offive. He dwell entirely upon the mere ques-
tion of what partisans were or were not
appointed to office.  All his anger was vented
on thisquestion. Mr, Allison, Mr. Van Wyuk,
Mr. Barnes and others, who participated in the
debate, saw nothing of mora consequence than
the offices or the right of the Secretary to insti-
tute A commission of inquiry. This imbeollity
and want of comprehension of the important
question at issue on the part of Congress is la-
wentable. It showa plaioly the inoapacity of
that body to comprehend and deal with mat-
ters of great public interest.  Wa hardly know
how to designats its ignorance and incompe-
tency. Had it adwitted P. T. Barnum toa
seat in face of his clear defeat by the peopls of
Commeotiout, we might call it the Burnum Con-
gress or the Hombog Congress: bat, looking

All this twaddle about =wall natters or
indifferent questions smonuts to nothing.

The Now Hevolution in England.

From the Times,

We do not supposze that many of our readers
here had the patience to follow closely the
progress of the Reform bill in the British Par-
lament. It has had & hard struggle for exist-
suce, and down to the date to which the last
newspapers reach, it was still beating about
against contrary winds in the House of Com-
mons, But we learn by the Cable that it has
since safely arrived in the House of Lords,
where (the conservative peers being tolerably
compact under Lord Derby) it is likely to

encounter no formidable opposition. Mr.
Disraeli has performed wonders, as all admit,
and Mr. Gladstone stands lower in the public
estimation than ever he did. He systemati-
cally opposed the Government bill, mainly
because it was too liberal, and opened the
door of the franchise too wide. He has been
defeated in every movement, aud has invaria-
bly exhibited the worst possible temper under
defeat. But no one cowld have antleipated
thut the session of 1867 would witness the
apotheosis of Mr, Disraeli and the abasement
of Mr. Gladstons,

The Reform bill {5 by far the most serions
meazure, as regards its direct aotion upon the
working of the Constitution, ever adopted Ly
Parlisment. Changes as great have been
made, but never by the hands of the represen-
tatives of the people. "No one pretends to
be able to explain what will be the precise and
full effect of this bLill, but that it revolution-
izes the electoral system in Englanid is palpa-
ble to all, It gives a vote to évery man who
rents & louse, no matter what its valne—it
may be £0 orany lesser sum 8 year—provided
he pays hia rates, Mr, Gladstone nuveerro-
posed to bring the awount below £0, and he
wonld rather have confined it to £7, Mr.
Bright himself has not ventured to ask so
much as household saffrage. In fact, Mr,
Disraeli has deliberately overshot the mark of
the extremest radical, and taken all the ar-
rows out of their quivers to prevent them
ghooting again, The Liberal party has vom-
pletely lost its bearings. It will take the
whole recess to enable them to junderstand
Properly what has taken place, and by this
time noxt year they will probably have de-
cided what' is best to do next. ‘‘There is

Iated countries of Kurope there are large classes
who live by their wits, who will not work, who
deliberntaly make a tride of begging or stéal-
ing. Let any 6ue read that very cuorions book,
“London Labor aud the London Poor," and
Judge for himeelf whether the persons therein
doscribed are fit Lo govern for others. The
swecplng extension of the franchise now 1o
take place in Englaud s therefore undsniably
& bold experiment.  Aecording to republican
ideas, it mast prove a hoalthy change; but we
have 1o take fairly into aooount the diffurent
conditions whioh exist in an old country like
England. When we find Libarals like Mr.
(Gladstone ghrinking back from hsuseliold
guflrage, and even Mr. Bright orying out that
it is enough, we may well ponder the grave
and eloquent warnings which Mr, Lows has
urged npon the heedloss ears of the House of
Comimons.

Mr. Lowe's latest device to conntarbalance
the effects of the Reform bill is the sswe as
that which Mr. Duckalew recently recom-
wended to the Senste—namely, the adoption
of the comulative vote, We nead not remnind
our renders that Mr. J. 8. Mill Is the earnest
advoeaie of this schetne, or that the jodgment
of practical politicians has hitherto beon de-
cldedly against it. Tt s a design to securs to
minoritles their due share of representa-
tion, and It derives great weight from the
faot that ko able a mun as Mr. Lowe has
taken it up, and that no fewer than 173 mem-
bers of the Honse of Commons voted for it
the very flirst time it was proposed. Bat
neither this expedient nor any other will an-
swer the purposs which Mr. Lowe has at
beart, The progress of the democratic prin-
ciple is steady and resistless. The Ministry
have yielded much, but the cry will still be
“give ! give!” and the classes whioh demand
concessions bave been armed with the power
to insist upon them. Hee the terms in which
the candidotes for Parliament now address the
electors ! They are lor surrendering every-
thing to the thiumphant “workiog classes,"
Thuy o, as it were, with a bag ¢rammed full
of oflurings o the poor, aud invite them to
thrust in Uwic hands and take out what they
please. There is Mr. Dilke, propristor of tha
Athenasm, and a protegé of Fiince Albert's,
putting np for the newly created borough of
Clielsea, and promising to by as plastiv ag clay.

We are fully dispoxed to believe that an
altered future i= betore the wother country.
The old woorfugs have lLeen cast away, the
old ehannels destroyeds  The tone and charas-
ter of the House of Commons will be changed,
and we do not know why we should hesitate
to say that we hope it may e changed for the
better. But it is very curious to mark the
misgivings which prevail on the subject in
England. Even those who vots for the Reform
bill are fearful that they are calling a Franken-
stein into existence which may be the menns
of their own undoing. Possibly Earl Rudsell,
veteran reformer though he is, may yot try to
raise an embaukment against the innndation.
It will be but a plank swept away by the cur-
rent. The malcontenss must be content to
regt upon hope, which, as the poets gay, is the
gurest consoler under adversity., Certain it is
that the day is coming when a Queen of
Epgland who poekets a sum squivalent to two
million dollars gold a year, and ignores hoer
conmonest duties, will no longer be possible,
and when the estate of Peers will Ea made
useful or swept away nltogether. The national
hospitality of Great Britain is now dispensed
by noblemen who have more public spirit
than the monarch, and whe do not think it an
obligation binding upen a Christian to
squander millions in seattering painful efligies
of departed relatives broadcast over the land.
In the meantims we are to have another 1ifs of
St. Albert, written by the Queen'’s expross
desire. We suppose it is not disrespactful to
express a fervent hope that this i3 the last
we shall hear of him. It is instruotive to

stady the lives of the good, but when
their tramscendent virtues are incessantly
dinned into our ears, we may easily

have too much of them, We should think
thut the English are rather tired of being pep-
ered, 80 to speak, with images of one who,
oth as husband and Prince, was ouly pro-
iwrly appreciated after his happy translation.
'rince Albert alive was not estimated very
highly, but of course everybody understands
him better now. And it has long been ascer-
tained that nothing is 8o safe us to praise the
dead, for they are the only parsons who are
not liable to fo things afterwards to prove that
their panegyrists are hypooites or numskulls.
Lord Cranborne declares that the monarchy
is even now dead—the Reform bill has killsd
it. It might be buried for all the good that
it has been to the nation during the last
Beven years,

True Hadicalism,

From the XNation.

Many well-meaning persons, impresssd with
& sense of the value of past reforms, and
disgusted with the stupid conservatism which
blindly adheres to every ancient abuse, are o
apxious to be considered ‘‘radical” in their
views that they fear to stop even when thay
have attained all that is really desirable or
practicable, They distrust themselves, their
common fense tells them to pause, and fesl
uneasy at the thought that they have no more
fields to conquer, and no progress, as it seews
to them, to make. They dresd the imputa-
tion of conservatism, and would almost prefer
to have risked what they have gained rather
than stand still, This class is never likely to
form the majority of a community, but as its
errors frequently afford an exouse for & resos
tion agninst wise reforms, it may be well to

addreas a few words of advice to those who
feel tronbled by such fears,

The first thought that ocours to us is the
folly of imagining that, for hundreds of yeurs
to come, there will be any difficalty in finding
subjeots for radical reform. As fast as one
topic of discussion is disposed of s dozen sre
ready to rise in its place—all important, in-
volving much labor, ueeding long considera-
tion, and sure 1o lead to snimated 00nLroversy.
Ivis a law of human nature that only one such
controversy oan be carried on at one time and
Fhoe. Blavery, and the gvils growing out of
t, have absorbed the attention of this count
for some years past, and so gigantio an abomi-
nation counld never have n overthrown
without an intense concentration of the public
mind upon the work. It has been cut up by
the roots, and the Con lonal plan of recon-
struction {8 rapidly extracting the last rem-
pant from the ground, Universal suflrage is
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so.nearly sitablished, and sppears so pertain,
thatsgme who ate more gaxious to by radical
than 86 be Mgkt are al cnsting about for
Aome uéw demand for thd beneilt of those who
werd lately oppressed. Bt who esnnot sad
that there Wre many other great questions
Which have boen I¥Tng in abeyancs during this
great struggle, and whioh will give ampla
seope 1o the powars of the most radios] re-
former ! let no man be impatient for oon-
fiiet.  He will'soon have quite enough fn the
legitimate path of duty, With a systom of
taxation which demoralizes a large part of the
community, with trotten logislatnres, munioi-
palities, and [ndges, with systems of sducation
grosely defeotive, with sxtravagance and inoffi-
clency the rule in government rather thas the
exception, it Is ulear that no one need fear that
the work of reform is at an end,

In the next place, genulne radienlism ains
only to uproot evil, and to phnt in its place
that which promikes good fruit. Having done
thig thoroughly, the wise radioal {s content to
wait for fival results, and slowly to build up
when the work of pulling down ia properly
over, If we oan never reach a state in whioch
growih rather than destruction is desirable,
then all destruction is useless, and the radical
is the most unwise of men, But such is not
the fact. We have slready, in respect of many
things, reached the stage in which develop-
ment, and not simple uprooting, is the duty of
the race,  The Christian religlon, the edacs-
tion of the young, the repnblican system of
povernment, the family state, the liberty of
commerce, and many other instaoces, might
be given as illustrations of institutions or doo-
trines which need no change at the root, but
liave yet vast room for development and
progreas,

The practical application of these romarks at
the present time relates chiefly to those per-
eoms who are uneasy lest by opposing confisca-
tion and other punitory schemes thoy should
conse to be radical. The party which olaims
to be conservative is yo amazingly stapid that
we catinot blame any one for doubting his own
eagacity when he finds himself agreeing with
it upon any point, Bat it ghould be borne in
mind that like o wan who sings on one note
the whole time, a party that persists in one
line of condoct must be right oceasionally and
may bappen to be right frequently. Let no
one fear to aot upon his own convictions of
duty even if he does find himself sometimes in
stinuge company.

All the propositions which are made by
demagogues, looking towards spacial favors for
vpeoinl classes of people, are simply schemes
of robbery which will, if carried out, despoil
the majority of the very olasses intended to
be favored. Soppose the land of the South
should be conflscated and divided among the
negroes, &4 some advise. Not one-fourth of

| the negroes would get any land which thay

could live npon, while the other thres-fourths
would be doprived of a large part of their
wages by the universal disorganization of the
employing olass,  Suppose the eight-hour law
should be mwade compu'sory, as its friends
insist,. Who would suffer so much as the
workmen, whose wages would be out down,
and whose employers would largely abandon
enterprises undertaken under different gxpec-
tutions ?

Itis not the mission of true radicalism to
enter upon such schemes as these. In the
gpbere of politios it has long been the maxim
of radicals that nothing can or should be done
except to secure to every man the free use of
his powers, and a fair and equal opportunity
for his development. In other spheres of
action there is abundance of work for the
most zealous reformer. Nay, in political
aflairs, n8 we have already intimated, there
will always be enough to do. Whils the na-
tion has been crushing one evil, others have
sprupg up which in their turn demand atten-
Hou. Let us b content with seouring equal
justice at the South, and then combine to
atta ck corraptions nearer home.

Abdul Aziz, the soversign whom it iz now
the delight of England to honor, is the second

What kind of en-
tertainment would such philhellenists as Byron
and Hobhouse and Uanning have given to the
butcher and pergeoutor of thelr brethren in the
faith? Butalas! how are the mighty fallen !
The Britons of that day sent forth their flaets
to combat in behalf of their co-religionists, and
freely lavished their money and their blood to
sustain the cause of the weak.
